in generall ; as alſo, that by the counſcll of 

State holden in Vtrecht anno 1610. it was 

likewiſe ordered, that whatſocucr belonged 

vnto the ſecuritie, peace and tranquilitie of 

the rowne and territories of Vrrecht in all 
| reſpects ſhould be referred to the ſaid States 
Generall, And that then a great garriſon,

within the ſaid Prouince, againſt all and 
cucry perſon, both by water and by land, 
onely vnder the commandement or com- 
miſſion of the ſtates of Verechr, and thar: 
they ſhould not onely be ready at the com- 
mandement of the ſaid Statcs of Vtrechr, 
bur alſo aide and afliſt their good neigh- 


bours, frends,and allies.

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That he had intelligence giuen him, that 
the ſaid Ledenbergh, rogither with the pentio- 
narie Hoogherbet,and Gretins, in the houſe of 
Tohn Vienbogaet did conſult vpon thereaſons, 
and motiues, that ſhould be obſcrued with 
the aforcſaid Depuric of the States of V- 
trechr, to diucrt, and diſſwade them nor to

Thar hee confeſſed, that hee was much 
gricued and diſcontented, when he vnder-

And when the G:nerall States,perceiuing 
that they could not by any ſerious aducr- 
tiſements or inſtances attaineto the diſchar.

few Gentlemen, three rownes, and ſome 
counſlcll of State, which had no commiſſion 
ſo to doe, FHoogerbeets, Grotius, and ſome 0- 
thers were appointed Commitries to goe to 
Vtrecht, and there in the name of the _ 
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of Holland and Welſt-Freeſland, to profer 
all aide and counſel] to the States and Magi- 
ſtrates of Vtrecht, for the ſtaying and ler- 
ting of the diſcharge ofthe new companies, 
giuing letters alſo ro the commanders of 
the ſouldicrs there, that were likely to be 
diſcharged, (drawne by him the ſaid priſo- 
ner) and yet not read in the afſembly then 
holden ; whereby they were aduertiſed that 
they were bound and obliged, to be true 
and obedicnt to their pay-maſlters, togither 
with the States of the reſpeCtiue Prouinces, 
wherein they lay in garriſon, or were other- 
wiſc imploycd: and to aide and aſhift them 
in vpholding of all their reſolutions, with- 
out doing or attempting any thing, or ſuf- 
tering to be done or attempted to the con 
trary.

That hc alſo affirmed, thar the commiſ- 
{10n giuen to his Excellencie,and other their 
Committies of the Generall States,touching 
the diſcharging of the new Companics, if it 
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were done without the conſent of the States 
of Verecht, was contrary to the vnion, and 
would be a cauſc of force which might be 
vicd to expell force, as well as they did and 
were compelled to doe againſt the King of 
Spaine and his Goucrnors, whereas hehim- 
eltc by his remonftrances giuen out in wri- 
ting fhewcth, that all violeat courſes are co- 
ro{1ucand ruinous for the ſtate of the Land, 
and a right Spanith counſel, trending to rhe 
ſubucr{ion and vtter ruine of theſe famous 
Prouinces.

of theJetrer aforcſaid; not:ro beobedienrro 
thecommandements of his Excellencieand 
the Committics for the Generalb States, and 
ro ſecond them by the Artillerie men. of the
